DISPLACED PERSONS 


What to do with the D.P.’s of Eur- 
ope is another problem that has come 
out of the fires of World War II and one 
which two years afterward remains un- 
solved. When the firing ceased and the 
war was labeled won, horrors and suffer- 
ing did not end for many who had been 
moved about for labor purposes or other 
reasons. [hese displaced persons, many 
of them children, are those who belong 
nowhere since national boundaries have 
been shifted and other political ideolo- 
gies have climbed into the saddle of gov- 
ernment and of economics. Left, since 
the tide of war has ebbed, like jetsam on 
a strange shore, their plight is serious. 
They need a place to call home and to 
let the roots of living take hold in the 
soil of assurance and reasonable secur- 
ity. The solution for their dilemna is up 
to diplomats and governments. We can 
only read about them—yes, and pray. 

There is a greater army of displaced 
persons. All creation was brought into 
being for the pleasure of our Lord (Rev. 
4:11). As His creatures we are out of 
place when out of harmony with His 
plan and will. “All we like sheep have 
gone astray; we have turned every one 
to his own way .. .” All have been dis- 
placed persons so far as the grace of 
God is concerned. “But the Lord hath 
laid on Him the iniquity of us all.” And 
the Lord has sent His disciples to the dis- 
placed persons of the world—“Go ye 
therefore, and teach all nations . . . teach- 
ing them to observe all things whatso- 
ever [ have commanded you” (Matt. 28: 
19-20). “Ye shall be witnesses unto me 

. and unto the uttermost parts of the 
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It was recently announced that dur- 
ing a three-year period, 4,889 members 
of one denomination in Illinois gave 
$1,610,142 for missions and_ benevo- 
lences over and above support of their 
local churches. That amount comes to 
a few cents under $330 for each one. On 
the same basis, how much would be 
given from our District for our missions 
program? How much from our entire 
constituency? Thank God for what is 
being done, but there can be no resting 
on oars of self-satisfaction, for we have 
done nothing yet to be satisfied with. 
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When we do, we will be so busy doing 
that there will be no time for resting; and 
the thrill of accomplishment, as well as 
the blessing of the Lord, will spur us on 
to more service. 

Sin displaces every soul—separates 
him from the grace of God and robs him 
of eternal life. The prodigal son was a 
displaced person until he was back in 
his father’s house. The gospel of Jesus 
Christ is the only means of salvation. 
Every child of God is responsible for 
his share in the spreading of the Word 
of Life, and Spirit-baptized saints of God 
are responsible for the Pentecostal. testi- 
mony to a world full of displaced per- 
sons. 


Displaced by sin, caught in the webb 
of heathenism, paganism, idolatry, un- 
godliness; with white skin or dark skin, 
in Africa’s jungle, or China’s interior, 
among India’s teeming millions with 
lots of religion and no Saviour, or on 
America’s Main Street, souls need the 
gospel of Christ. He heals the broken 
hearted, brings deliverance to the cap- 
tive, the recovering of sight to the blind, 
and sets at liberty the bruised.

pended upon, the unanswered prayers, 
or the prayers that we thought were un- 
answered, for it may be that many of the 
prayers that we think are unanswered 
are not unanswered at all; they are an- 
swered but not in the way in which we 
expected them to be answered, and so 
we have thought they were not an- 
swered; in a word, all the things, both 
good and evil, or that we have character- 
ized as good or evil,—all things, as the 
text says,—are working together to this 
end, namely, that we, if indeed we are 
numbered among those who love God, 
may be made like the Lord Jesus, like 
Him “who did no sin, neither was guile 
found in His mouth: who, when He 
was reviled, reviled not again; when He 
suffered, threatened not; but committed 
Himself te Him that judgeth right- 
eously.” 1 Peter 2:22, 23. 


How far short of the divine ideal we 
have come, and are coming! God has 
been doing His best on our behalf. Be- 
cause He has not succeeded in making us 
what He has wanted us to be, we should 
not be tempted, as some have been, to 
charge Him with a lack of power. The 
question has been asked, “If He cannot 
do what He wants to do, is it not true 
that He is not omnipotent?” And so, as 
to charge Him with a lack of omnipo- 
tence is futile, as He who is not omnipo- 
tent is not God, the conclusion has been 
reached that we are what we are be- 
cause God has so decreed. If this is true, 
we are not to be blamed for what we are, 
even though we may be far from what 
the Word of God tells us we ought to 
be. If God has made me what I am, a 
vessel unto dishonour, and it is impossi- 
ble for me to be anything else, surely, 
since He is a just God, He will not call 
me into judgment and pronounce sen- 
tence upon me. This is exactly the con- 
clusion that some have very foolishly 
reached: and so they assert that all will 
be saved, that ultimately we shall all be 
equal in the glory. In my library is a 
book entitled, “The Gospel According 
to Judas Iscariot.” It purports to have 
been written by Judas, the Judas who 
betrayed his Lord for thirty pieces of 
silver. He tells the story of the Christ 
from his viewpoint. He was present 


when Jesus said to the twelve, “In the 
regeneration when the Son of man shall 
sit in the throne of His glory, ye also 
shall sit upon twelve thrones, judging 
the twelve tribes of Israel.” It is there- 
fore evident that he is to have a part, as 
is each of the other twelve, in the 
government which shall be set up in 
that day. Each of the others had a place 
to fill, and he had a place to fill. It was 
necessary that Jesus be betrayed that 
prophecy might be fulfilled, and that 
the mission of Christ might be per- 
formed. And he was the disciple that 
was chosen for that office. He knew that 
he would be misunderstood and misrep- 
resented, that he would be scorned and 
hated, that he would be an object of de- 
testation until the very end of the Chris- 
tian era; but he so loved his Lord, and 
wes so consecrated to Him, that he was 
willing to thus suffer, to be thus an‘ ob- 
iect of reproach. His reward will there- 
fore he great. He did not choose to be 
what He was: he was chosen, and it 
was foreordained that he should be 
the traitor and betray Jesus. Passing 
strange that any among us should take 
such a position as that, but there are 
some who do. They comfort themselves 
in their sins by saying that God allowed 
sin to come into the world, nay, He or- 
dained that it should come, in order that 
He might display His glory in grace. Sin, 
therefore, plays an important part in the 
divine economy, and through it God is 
glorified. And so they find an excuse for 
sinning in what are called “the decrees.” 


I believe in “the decrees.” Mark the 
words of this 29th verse, “For whom He 
did foreknow, He also did predestinate.” 
So there must be such a thing as predes- 
tination. And it is asserted in verse 30 
that “whom He did -predestinate, them 
He also called: and whom He called, 
them He also justified: and whom He 
justified, them He also glorified.” By this 
assertion we understand that, in the plan 
avd yurvose of God, all saints whom God 
has predestinated to be conformed unto 
the image of His Son, and ultimately 

nter glory, have already been glorified. 

They are jst as sure of glorification, 
since they have been glorified in the 
vlan and vurvose of God, as though they 
were already in heaven. 
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But mark the fact that the people 
whom God has predestinated to be con- 
formed unto the image of His Son are 
the people whom He foreknew. He was 
able, being God, and knowing all things, 
to look down through the ages from the 
beginning, from “before the foundation 
of the world,” and see those who would 
listen to the gospel message, and accept 
it, and become saints through such ac- 
ceptance, and endure unto the end; and 
His choice of them, His predestination 
of them to be saved, and ultimately glori- 
fied, was based upon that foreknowledge. 
He also foresaw that, in order that His 
purpose might be wrought out in the 
saints, it would be necessary to lead 
them through certain experiences, many 
of which would be unpleasant but that, 
at the same time, would contribute to 
their spiritual well being; and He de- 
creed that for their good they should be 
led through those experiences. ‘The 
psalmist said, “Before I was afflicted I 
went astray: but now have I kept Thy 
word.” So he will have occasion through 
all eternity to thank God for that afflict- 
ion. It is not nice to.be chosen in the fur- 
nace of affliction, but some things that 
are not nice are good. And certainly it 
is better to be afflicted than to go astray, 
or to be allowed to continue in a stray- 
ing condition after having gone astray. 


All things, then, are working together 
far the good of those who love God, 
those who are the called according to 
His purpose, His purpose being that 
those whom He called shall be con- 
formed unto the image of Christ, or, 
in other words, made like Him. The 
good, therefore, of the saints that is the 
objective of God, in making all things 
work together to that end, is a spiritual 
good. Things are not working together 
on behalf of the saints to the end that 
they may be happy, or that they may 
be prosperous temporally, or that they 
may enjoy themselves in this world, or 
that they may have what the world calls 
a good time; they are working together 
to the end that they may be made ready 
for the glory, so that when Jesus comes 
He will see His image in them, and will 
recognize them as His brethren, as His 
very own. 


Many of us will doubtless have occa- 
sion to thank God throughout the ages 
of eternity for the experiences that, 
maybe, we have not thanked God for 
in this life, but that have been the most 
contributory of all our experiences to 
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our eternal good. Paul wrote, “For our 
light af Aichon which is but for a mo- 
ment, worketh for us a far more exceed- 
ing nae eternal weight of glory; while 
we look not at the things which are 
seen, but at the things which are not 
seen: for the things which are seen are 
temporal; but the things which are not 
seen are eternal.” 2 Cor. 4:17, 18. 


These verses were written by Princess 
Amelia, daughter of George the Third 


of Revolutionary fame: 


“Unthinking, idle, wild and young, 
I laughed, and talked, and danced, and 
sung: 
And proud of health, and freedom vain, 
Dreamed not of sorrow, care or pain; 
Concluding in those hours of glee, 
That all the world was made for me. 


“But when the days of trial came, 
When sickness shook this trembling frame, 
When folly’s gay pursuits were o’er, 
And I could dance and sing no more, 
It then occurred how sad ’twould be, 
Were this world only made for me.” 


Princess Amelia learned, as a result of 
affliction, what she should have learned 
before, but would doubtless never have 
learned, had God allowed her to con- 
tinue to “laugh, and talk, and dance, and 
sing,” and be “proud of health and free- 
dom vain,” and I suppose also of the 
fact that she was a princess, the daugh- 
ter of the king of England. But God was 
good enough, in His own wise way, to 
call a halt by letting the “days of trial” 
come, and “sickness shake her trembling 
frame.” 


Paul tells us that we should be thank- 
ful for all things, — “Giving thanks al- 
ways for all things unto God and the 
Father in the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” Eph. 5:20. This may seem 
hard to do sometimes, but it would not 
be so difficult if we love God, and “we 
know that all things work together for 
good to them hate love Gout to them 
who are called according to His pur- 
pose,” and that His purpose is that we 
be made like the Lord Jesus, and that 
all things are therefore working together 
to that end.

Why Speak With Tongues?

twelve men. Just twelve men met down 
there at Ephesus. Somebody says, “Well, 
why is it that we didn’t see the whole 
church speaking tongues before this 
twentieth century?” You know God 
hath promised that in the last days He 
will pour out His Spirit on all flesh. 
There are a lot of people that blame the 
Pentecostal people and say, “One thing 
we don't like about you is speaking in 
tongues.” Well, I want to absolve our- 
selves. from blame. It isn’t our fault that 
we speak with tongues. It isn’t the Pen- 
tecostal people. It was the good old 
earnest Baptists and the sincere, regen- 
erate Presbyterians and the fine Salva- 


tion Army and the Holiness people and 


those people that were hungering after 
God, who at the turn of the century 
were praying all over the world. As the 
century turned, about 1905 and 1906, 
God again poured out His Spirit all 
around the world and it was these 
Presbyterians that began to speak with 
tongues. It was the Lutherans and the 
Baptists and the Methodists and the 
Salvation Army and the Holiness people 
that were speaking with tongues. There 
were no Pentecostal people then. Re- 
member that. Don’t let them put the 
blame on you. Whenever a Lutheran 
comes over to me and says, “What do 
you people mean by this thing,” I say, 
“Tt’s not my fault. It was you fellows 
that started it. You are the people who 
back there prayed down the power of 
God.” Yes, and God again in the close 
of this age has sent this wonderful sign, 
this marvelous sign of tongues into the 
world. Somebody says, “Well, why 
didn’t the world receive it when it’s 
from God?” The Bible says, “Yet for all 
that they will not hear me, saith the 
Lord.” Oh, how people have fought this 
wonderful gift of tongues. I don’t know 
anything the devil hates more than 
speaking with tongues. He hates it, be- 
cause there’s a definite, specific purpose 
for the giving of the gift of tongues—not 
only the baptism of the Holy Spirit, but 
this definite wonderful gift of tongues. 
Turn over to First Corinthians 14 where 
we read, “Forbid not to speak with 


tongues.” And then he goes on to say, 
“If any man speak in an unknown 
tongue let it be by two or three . . . and 
let one interpret.” If there is no inter- 
preter, let him keep silence in the 
church. Somebody says, I thought that 
the Bible said that women shouldn’t 
speak in church—“Let the women keep 
silence in the church.” It says that a 
little later on, but I want you to notice 
in verse 28 it says the men are to keep 
silence as well. Did you notice that? 
It says if there is no interpreter, let him 
keep silence in the church and speak to 
himself and to God. And the women are 
to'd to keep silent. They are not to ask 
questions. If they have any questions 
to ask they are to ask them at home to 
their husbands. I wonder what they’re 
going to do if they have no husbands. 
Well, over in First Corinthians 11 it 
says women should prophesy and pray 
in church, so if they’re not going to 
speak, I wonder how they’re going to 
prophesy and pray. He isn’t talking 
about general speaking, but the context 
tells us it is asking questions, disturbing 
the meetings. He said, if you’ve got 
questions to ask, ask them at home. In 
the church women may prophesy. In 
the church women may pray. In the 
church women may speak with tongues. 
On the Day of Pentecost Mary spoke 
with unknown tongues. The virgin 
Mary and all the other women spoke 
with tongues and there was nobody 
around saying, Now you women keep 
silent around here. Women were sup- 
posed to speak in tongues if they kept 
their heads covered. I look over an audi- 
ence and see some of the ladies not wear- 
ing hats. They would be in a bad posi- 
tion if they were in some places, because 
some people read in the Bible your hat 
is your covering. However, I read in my 
Bible hair. Whatever that spells you 
can guess what it is. Her hair is her 
covering and how many have your hair 
on? ‘Then you can prophesy. Then you 
can witness and speak with tongues in 
the church. Paul tells us, “I speak in 
tongues more than you all, yet in the 
church I would rather speak only five 
words with known language than 10,- 
000 words in another tongue.” If Paul 
was talking in tongues more than all 
those Corinthians and he wasn’t doing 
it in church, where was he doing it? 
I want to tell you that the most import- 
ant part of speaking in tongues is not

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Relief Work im Europe and Asia

In order to keep the need of Europe 
and Asia, particularly Germany, before 
the eyes of our brethren, I should like 
to quote some excerpts of a letter re- 
ceived from Brother Humberg of Mul- 
heim-Ruhr, Germany: 


“Everyone today is in need of help. 
Children, older folk, the middle aged, 
who are expected to mine the coal in our 
great Ruhr Valley, just simply cannot 
hold up under the present diet system. 
Six years of war have been a tremendous 
strain on our bodies and nerves. There 
seems to be no let-up as yet. Many of our 
people look forward with terror to the 
next winter period. Your help, therefore, 
comes tous as a direct answer to prayer. 
We do not quite comprehend what it 
means, as yet, to get several thousand 
pounds of clothing and livestock for dis- 
tribution among our Assemblies. Once 
more, Brother Naef, be assured that 
every piece of clothing, every bit of 
food, is received with gratitude to the 
Lord and to our brethren of same pre- 
cious faith over there in plentiful Amer- 
ica.” 

Many other letters could be quoted. 
Our help seems to have electrified our 
brethren and tells them that the Lord 
is still a compassionate Master. 


It might be interesting to know that 
a letter received by one of our brethren, 
from L. Stainer of Basal, Switzerland, 
states: “We do not receive any relief 
goods for Germany during the summer 
months.” The reason for this is that re- 
lief work in Germany is still under the 
control of the occupying forces. The onl 
way effective relief can be brought to 


our brethren is to work under the recog- 
nized leadership of CRALOG (Council 
of Relief Agents Licensed for Operation 
in Germany). The same situation pre- 
vails in Austria, Bulgaria, and Rumania. 
Several shipments of goods have been 
sent to the Russian Zone of Germany 
and Austria, and we have received ac- 
knowledgement that the goods were re- 
ceived. It seems that our agreement with 
CWS is the only opportunity, at this 
time to send the much needed goods into 
Germany, the country that is mest se 
verely struck by shortage of food, houses, 
and clothing. fry 2 
CLOTHING 

In order that each Pentecostal be- 
liever in Germany could receive at least 
one garment, we would have to collect 
at least twenty thousand pounds of 
clothing. Thus far, eight thousand 
pounds to go to Europe have been sent 
in. That is only Germany, but the Aus- 
trian brethren face even greater calam- 
ity. The country is still controlled by 
the Roman Church, and so, goods sent 
to Austria not specifically designated 
to our brethren will never reach them, 
since they are a small minority group. 

The spiritual tide in Germany is 
rising and ever gaining greater mo- 
mentum. In Stuttgart, Berlin, and other 
towns in Germany during the Easter 
meetings hundreds were saved, and in 
one city alone, fifty were filled with the 


Holy Ghost. People have to be fed at: 


such conferences in order to make such 
meetings possible under the present cir- 
cumstances. 

The only source from which such 
needs can be met today is from our 


Pentecostal brethren right here in Amer- 
ica. This need is a tremendous chal- 
lenge to us. Shall we meet the challenge 
or fall down on the job? 

MILK FUND 

Our milk fund has increased, and yet 
we cannot serve a glass of milk to every 
child and adult in our Pentecostal con- 
stituency in Germany unless we raise 
approximately one thousand dollars to 
purchase milk. 

CHURCH BUILDINGS 

The congregations have lost their 
churches through bombings and are not 
allowed to rebuild their churches, since 
there is no- material to reconstruct. I 
have just received a communication from 
Switzerland that we can buy army 
chapels from the Swiss Government and 
ship them into Germany. Here, again, 
this opportunity is a challenge to us to 
provide our brethren with a meeting 
place for the coming winter. 

I suggest that funds sent in for milk 
and church buildings should be sent to 
R. J. Thurmond with the specific des- 
ignations. 

HEIFER PROJECT 

Our heifer project is really just getting 
started. Eight heifers now have been 
given from this District. We should like 
to send two heifers to at least forty of 
the larger churches in Germany. One 
hundred and fifty dollars in cash, or a 
heifer donated by some of our farming 
brethren will be gratefully received. 

Heifers, clothing, money for the milk 
fund and the purchase of army chapels 
should be sent in as quickly as possible 
so that our help will reach Europe before 
the severity of the next winter season, or 
at least as a Christmas gift to our breth- ° 
ren. Should we not, in the face of such 
challenge, plan to modify our Christ- 
mas spending, and instead, gladden the 
hearts of our brethren with some gifts 
that will sustain their lives? 

James 4:17:—Therefore, to him that 
knoweth to do good and doeth it not, to 
him it is sin. 

It is my privilege at this time to visit 
many of our churches, relating the need 
of war-torn Europe to our people. If

In a setting of cypress and sand God 
met with two hundred young folks . . . 
as a result, five days later they returned 
to their homes and churches refreshed 
and spiritually revived. 

Some felt that the project was a need- 
less expense and, if nothing else, a waste 
of time —and they said so. Some just 
ignored the possibility that YOUTH- 
CAMP could be of any value at all. 
Now, after five days, if we could trace 
the actions of two hundred young peo- 
ple —into their homes, their churches, 
and their daily lives we would see that 
it most certainly was an investment in 
Christian character—a project of inesti- 
mable worth. 

The Camp Roving Reporter re- 
corded these testimonies: Edgar Thom- 
asson of Madera, “I really like the fel- 
lowship of Christian young people.” 
Alma Criswell, Los Banos, says, “I like 
the atmosphere of camp.” Beverly Knut- 
sen of Turlock, “It’s a grand place for 
Christian fellowship.” Joe Eubanks, 
Oakland, “The Spirit of the Lord is 
wonderful here.” Thais Skondin of San 
Francisco, “I’ve had a wonderful bless- 
ing from the Lord since coming.” Lois 
Stiles of Redwood City, “The meetings 
are tops.” Sylvester Flores of Red Bluff, 
“Tt’s great.” Lois Bohrman of Pacific 
Grove, “I think it’s just swell.” 

The daily schedule was rigid, yet not 
tiring, for it occupied youthful minds 
and bodies—leading them into profit- 
able channels. Six forty-five was “rise 
and shine” time, followed by clean-up of 
their cabins and calisthenics in front of 
the Administration Building. Before 
their “daily bread” the young people 
gathered in the chapel for “morning 
watch,” devotions fulfilling a spiritual 
responsibility. ‘Then, of course, break- 
fast. Around the tables in the dining 
hall were found many moments of 
wholesome, Christian fellowship and 
song. With breakfast over the young 
people headed toward their first class, 
which was an inspiring study of the 
attributes of God. At the ringing of the 
huge bell atop the Administration Build- 
ing, the first class ended and the second 
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began; this time it was a study of Christ- 
ian music, methods for singing and con- 
ducting of gospel songs and hymns of 
the church—a worthy preparation for 
service. The third period of study was 
on the Tabernacle. The course was 
titled “Road to Radiance.” At the con- 
clusion of the last period a haif hour of 
quiet time was observed. This afforded 
the young people an opportunity to med- 
itate on the teachings of the morning 
classes—gave them time to read the Word 
and pray. Then with the ringing of the 
big bell, the exodus from the cabins be- 
gan—leading somewhat noisily to the 
dining hall again. Never did their fel- 
lowship become so enthusiastic that 
there wasn’t a holy hush settling quickly 
as they paused to thank God for His 
many blessings and His provisions of 
the day. 

The afternoons at Asilomar were oc- 
cupied by wholesome recreation care- 
fully supervised, teaching through this 
spirit of competition and co-operation 
the benefits of working together as a 
team, whether it be on the ball diamond, 
the tennis court, the archery range, or 
the home church. By the time the dinner 
bell rang, all were ready to eat heartily 
and then prepare for the vesper service at 
6:30. This year the vesper services were 
unusually stimulating, considering prob- 
lems vital to youth, discussing them with 
care and wisdom. In all probability many 
youthful hearts found answers to topics 
vital to their spiritual progress. 

The evening evangelistic service was 
the high light of the day. Forgotten for 
the time were the competitions of the 
day, while with one accord they sought 
the presence of God. Who could say 
these moments were not well spent? 
Who could have been in the midst of 
these young folks as they sang and 
prayed and praised God with all the 
heart fervency of youth and said that 
the investment did not warrant the 
value received? Ten thousand fold were 
the returns—Christ’s Ambassadors’ an-

Why We Have a Workers’ Conference

I do not believe that God was talking 
to Himself when He said in Genesis 
|:26—“Let us make man in our image, 
after our likeness.” I do believe that 
there was actually a divine conference 
planning the very creation of our first 
parents. And so before I touch on my 
subject for this conference, I do want 
to say that I definitely believe that Sun- 
day School conferences are of God and 
must be accepted as a definite part of 
God's plan for the advancement of our 
Sunday schools. 

It is only the Christian that fully real- 
izes the deplorable condition of the 
world, and because it is the Christian 
that does fully realize, it is then his 
responsibility to come to the rescue of a 
needy people. And the Sunday school 
is the answer. 

We are all responsible, but I believe 
that the most responsible ones are the 
workers in the church and that this is 
where the pastor and the Sunday school 
officers and teachers come in. 

It is sad to make such a statement, 
but, nevertheless it is true. Many pastors, 
teachers, and officers have no burden for 
their work and no real passion for souls. 
It is just a matter of doing something 
which has to be done and after it is 
done, they are glad it is over. _ 

Many pastors, teachers, and ofhcers 
see no importance in having a Sunday 
school conference in their local church. 
May I add, without reservation, that a 
pastor, teacher, or officer who has no 
burden for his work or a passion for 
souls, has no business with a church, 
Sunday school class, or to be an officer. 


How are we going to meet the need 
of our church and our community? How 
are we going to have a successful Sun- 
day school? The answer is this—Sunday 
school workers’ conference in each local 
church at least four times a year and 
even more if so desired. Sunday school 
workers’ conferences are definitely 
scriptural as our text has already sug- 
gested. God had His divine council or 
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conference. He even appeared unto 
Abraham and Moses giving the direc- 
tions for handling His people. Jesus 
Himself held many conferences with 
His disciples. If Christ Himself saw the 
need of conferences, even so must we 
see the need. The trouble with many of 
God's people is that they fear the words 
system and program, but I believe it is 
time for us to see and realize that our 
success depends on system and program, 
especially in the Sunday school depart- 
ment. Sunday schools don’t grow by 
chance. It may be the exception but not 
the rule. Sunday schools are successful 
primarily because of careful planning 
and a systematic program. ‘Therefore, 
the value of Sunday school conferences 
in each local church is all the more fully 
realized. 

Sunday School Conferences 

Are Essential to Success 


Jesus said, “For the children of the 
world are in their generation wiser than 
the children of light.” He knew the 
tendencies of Christians to grow careless 
and indifferent about essential Chris- 
tian business. And, friends, God’s busi- 
ness is the greatest and grandest busi- 
ness of the world today. Yet we allow 
the children of the world to succeed far 
ahead of us. There is a reason! The 
businessman is successful because he be- 
lieves in conferences. There is a con- 
tinual getting together of the employer 
and the employees, for they must fully 
understand each other in order to suc- 
ceed. We as teachers and officers in the 
greatest program on earth, the Sunday 
school, must meet together with the 
purpose of understanding each other 
and planning together, using each 
other's suggestions and ideas for the 
purpose of having a successful Sunday 
school. 


We Need Sunday School Conferences 
In Each Local Church 


because many teachers and officers do 
not understand their pupils and the var- 
ious ages. In our conferences we find 
opportunity to encourage our teaching 


staff to purchase books on the subject of | 
the Sunday school. I believe many Sun- 
day schools are weak today and progress 
is greatly hindered because of inexpe- 
rience. If a teacher or officer takes his 
work to heart, lack of education will not 
stop him. They will seek to purchase 
recommended books on the Sunday 
school. But how can we encourage our 
teaching staff to better themselves with- 
out a Sunday school conference? It is 
important and extremely healthy for 
teachers, superintendent, and pastor to 
discuss together in Christian love and 
unity the whys of failure and how to be 
successful. 

I believe that no individual on the 
Sunday school staff should be excused 
from attending conferences in their 
local church, and this includes all regu- 
lar and prospective teachers and officers. 

This is serious business; this is God’s 
business; and Sunday school conferences 
are the only methods that will pay big 
dividends in our Sunday school.

This 
gives the District Representative as well 
as the national office a record of what 
your school is doing and thereby helps 
us to meet the needs of the schools of 
our District much more adequately than 
it would be possible to do if we had no 
check-up. Also it helps you pastors and 
superintendents to have a definite record 
as to what your school did during the 
past year, thereby helping you to see the 
weak spots of your school and strengthen 
them during the coming year.

Fiji Islands 


Brother and Sister Lawrence Borst, 
who have been in Fiji for over 17 years 
without a furlough, are still pushing the 
battle for the cause of Christ. They hope 
to come home, the Lord willing, some- 
time next year for a much needed change 
and rest. The increase in their work, 
scattered at different points, makes the 
need of a car or station wagon still 
greater. So they are praying that it will 
be possible for them to secure one before 
too long. About their work they write: 


“We have so much to praise the Lord 
for... about our radio work. Our second 
year contract was about running out and 
we feared that we would not be able to 
continue .. . and there was the increase 
of 50 per cent to the cost of radio time. 
Another hindrance was the constant 
threat of having our Hindi sessions cut 
out through pressure of Hindu leaders 
who do not like to hear the gospel in 
their own tongue, and Brother Borst is 
the only one to preach over the air in 
Hindustani from the Suva station. How- 
ever, in answer to prayer we were per- 
mitted to sign another contract; the re- 
quest to headquarters for the needed 
funds, this time 50 per cent dearer, was 
granted; and finally, the Lord again 
allowed regular time for our Hindi 
broadcast. So the devil will have to lis- 
ten in for another year, and although we 
cannot expect him to get converted, we 
trust many souls will. Sometimes we re- 
ceive letters telling us to refrain from 
‘pushing the gospel down other people’s 
throats. Nevertheless we are encour- 
aged to get such letters, for then we 
know we did hit the mark. . . . 


“For sometime we had felt the need 
for more prayer. Accordingly we had 
four nights of prayer per week. Four re- 
ceived the wonderful baptism of the 
Holy Spirit, one of whom was our 
adopted daughter, Ruth, who was the 
frst. She had been with us for about 18 
months. When she came she was an un- 
lettered, raw Hindu girl. . . . Not until 
shortly before his death did her father 
allow her to come, and he gave her to 
us... It was a real battle to get her free 
from that Hindu religion she had been 
brought up in. However, we prevailed 
in the name of Jesus . . . She has learned 
to read and write Hindustani—she had 
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never been to school in her life. ‘Today 
we rejoice, for by reading the Word 
which she loves to do, by obedience, and 
by learning gradually the Christian way, 
she became a candidate for the Holy 
Spirit and was filled to overflowing ac- 
cording to Acts 2:4.

From Sister Lydia Graner comes a 
ood letter, which reads in part: 


“We arrived from the hills June 2, 
the day it was agreed that the partition of 
India into Pakistan and Hindustan was 
inevitable. . . . Our trip brought us via 
the hill station of Kodaikanal . . . Our 
two-colored, secondhand Jeep, recently 
purchased, manifested its weaknesses 
and forced us to spend one night sleeping 
(>) on the floor in the Municipal Build- 
ing of the town of Palni. In this experi- 
ence we saw the providential care of our 
heavenly Father, as well as how kind

missionaries. A group of firemen took 
us in charge, caring for our needs as 
best they could and repairing our car 
without charge. . . 

“One day, before conference, two 
Jeep-loads of us went to see the ‘fire 
walkers. We traveled over winding 
roads up hill and down dale till we came 
to Davashola, a large grove of trees 
pocketed away in one of the valleys of 
the Nilgiris. Among the trees was a 
small but very ornate temple depict- 
ing about the top the various gods in 
bright colors. When we arrived, at ten 
o'clock in the morning, the food ven- 
ders had come with their assortment of 
sweets and fruits, and others were 
tempting the children with the fancy- 


colored but cheap toys. About the tem- 
ple the men were dancing, and as hours 
wore on, more and more joined in the 
dance, the tempo ever increasing in 
speed. All this time and since the pre- 
vious evening, large logs were burning 
in a pit, about fifteen feet by six feet, 
which had been made at the side of the 


temple. 


“By two o'clock the crowd was im- 
mense, filling in the natural amphithe- 
atre on two sides of the temple. The fire 
tenders began to smooth out the glowing 
coals making an even bed. The last 
worshipers pushed through to the tem- 
ple with their offerings, bowing their 
heads to the threshold of the temple 
door while the priest bestowed his bless- 
ing on them. The atmosphere was grow- 
ing tense with excitement and this was 
only intensified when a group of men in 
a frenzy of religious fervor came danc- 
ing and jumping into the circle carrying 
a decorated picture of the god Ganapatti 
(elephant god). Following this a feel- 
ing of suspense and expectancy held the 
mass of humanity till those who had 
been ‘sanctified’ to walk through the 
fire came marching out of the temple. 


“For forty days they had been prepar- 
ing for this meritorious act and since the 
previous evening they had been in se- 
clusion. Now they came forth with an 
air of dignity, clothed in white garments 
reaching from waist to ankle, naked 
above the waist except for the sandal- 
wood ashes and garlands. There were 
nine of them of various ages—a white- 
haired grandfather and a_bright-faced 
youth were among them. Around the 
temple they marched. ‘The leader halted 
at the end of the fire pit. He bowed be- 
fore the fiery pathway and then erect, 
with a bended rod held overhead, he 
jumped through the coals. He was fol- 
lowed by the others. They again marched 
about the temple and through the grove 
with the people following and women 
and children falling down to kiss their 
‘holy’ feet. ‘They paused to show their 
feet, which had no signs of burns upon 
them. The demon gods which they 
worship had manifest their power that 
day! 

“We were thankful that at this very 
seat of heathen darkness the gospel light 
was proclaimed. And as we witnessed 
this devotion to other gods, our hearts 
longed that our God might find in us

From Freetown John and Daisy Ken- 
nedy send greetings. They write: 

“The Lord is blessing the work here 
in Freetown among our Kroo people and 
the Temne folk. There seems to be a re- 
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vival spirit in our midst. Souls are being 
saved and filled with the Holy Spirit, and 
in all a real hunger of the people for a 
closer walk with God. Our Youth for 
Christ meetings are coming along fine, 
and the youth of Freetown are taking an 
interest and quite a part in the services. 
Through these meetings we are having 
on Saturday nights for the young people, 
we are getting many calls to come and 
hold services of the same type. Every 
place we go we have a church full, and 
we give them the old-time gospel in its 
fullness... 

“The Rhodes are doing a fine piece 
of work with the Temne people in their 
new church building for which the 
Temne people are very happy about, as 
this is the only native church in Free- 
town. 

“We are praying for finances for our 
Kroo Sunday school rooms, which are 
badly needed. At present we have all of 
our classes in a big room. And when 
you have over 150 or more, you know 
that it is very difficult to teach classes 
when they are so near each other.”

From their station in South America 
comes an account from Brother and 
Sister Jerry Triemstra of their activities: 

“After several months of not having 
a church to worship in, finally, through 
financial help at Lima, the church here 
was able to buy a very suitable prop- 
erty with buildings fora church...

Ten 
chiefs met me at the ship in Pago Pago 
and escorted me-to a Samoan’ ;fale 
(house) where welcome speeches were 
made. The houses are oval-shaped and 
have dome-shaped roofs covered with 
palm leaves that keep the tropical rains 
out. The people are very glad that | 
have come and are eager to know more 
about the way of Christ.

“The Government has built a number 
of good roads, and a Jeep station wagon: 
would be a very useful piece of equip- 
ment for travel from village to village. 
So far I have not been very far away 
from the main village. We are praying 
that the Lord might provide a car so 
that Sister Luce may bring it when she 
sails this fall. 


“Every Sunday I preach to the peo- 
ple both morning and evening with the 
help of an interpreter. Consequently I 
have been very busy right from the start. 
After the afternoon service, the people 
serve a feast Samoan style. We sit cross- 
legged on mats near the center of the 
room facing each other, and the young 
women serve the food on fresh banana 
leaves. When it is all spread out on the 
floor before you, then you help your- 
self with your fingers. Last Sunday we 
had whole roast pig, taro root, taro 
leaves, breadfruit, boiled fish, vege- 
tables, coconut milk, and delicious ripe 
bananas: and there was more than 
enough for everyone. I found that eat- 
ing with my fingers was somewhat 
clumsy, but I can see that I will have 
plenty of practice. 


“Nearly all the natives go barefooted 
because the weather is so warm. The 
women wear dresses and the men wear 
lavalavas, which are skirt-like garments 
and keep them very comfortable. The 
small children often do not wear any- 
thing while playing around the house. 

“At the present time I have temporary 
quarters with a Samoan family in the 
village of Fagatogo. The mail does not 
come very often, but when it does it is 
a great day for everyone.”

the gift in church. Speaking in tongues 
in church is only one of the ministries 
of tongues, for the Bible says there are 
different gifts and different ministries 
of these gifts, and different operations 
of the ministries of the gifts, speaking in 
tongues in church, giving a message 
with interpretation, is only one of the 
operations of the ministries of the gift 
of tongues. The purpose of tongues pri- 
marily is for personal devotion and 
prayer and worship, “for he that speak- 
eth in an unknown tongue edifies him- 
self.” Sometimes I go into a church 
where the congregation comes to church 
Sunday morning and says, We hope the 
pastor has a good sermon that will build 
us up. The Bible says if you would have 


prayed in tongues and spoken in tongues 
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at home you'd be all built up when you 
came to church. Edify yourself and 
then you'll be ready when you come to 
church to edify someone else, and the 
preacher won't get old so soon, because 
the burden would be easier. “He that 
prophesieth edifies the church.” And 
so God has told us, “He that speaks in 
an unknown tongue, let him pray that 
he may interpret.” 

During the war the late President 
Roosevelt and Winston Churchill had 
many transatlantic radio talks. Usually 
they were about the war and certain 
things that were bearing on the war 
effort. If Roosevelt talked to Churchill 
in English and said, “There is a convoy 
of a hundred ships leaving New York 
on the 10th of November to arrive at 
Southhampton,” and if Churchill had 
heard those words in English from 
Roosevelt, I guarantee that the hundred 


ships would never have arrived—because 
there was an enemy. The war was on 
and Hitler and his gang were listening 
in to the conversation and he'd have 
sent the U-boats to intercept them and 
they'd have been sunk. How was it 
possible for these two men to carry on 
a conversation without the enemy under- 
standing them? I'll tell you how. They 
spoke in a code language and it was 
all scrambled up and only Churchill 
and Roosevelt could tell what it was 
all about. If we could bring the message 
as they spoke it and put it over a loud 
speaker and we didn't tell you what it 
was all about, you’d hear a lot of noise 
and say, “Shut it off; it must be a couple 
of crazy fellows talking.” It didn’t make 
sense. And I can imagine that Hitler’s 
radio operators would pull their hair 
and say, “Those fellows are crazy. We 
can’t understand them.” But they 
weren't crazy; they were super-smart. 
They were talking in a code language 
so the enemy couldn’t understand them. 


Over in the book of Daniel we read 
that Daniel was one of the most holy 
men that ever lived. And Daniel got 
down one day to pray. The moment he 
began, his prayer shot right through to 
the throne of God. How long does it 
take an archangel to get down from 
heaven to earth? He prayed one day, 
and no archangel arrived. He prayed a 
week and nothing happened. He prayed 
two weeks and nothing happened. He 
prayed twenty days. I can imagine that 
by the end of twenty days Daniel was 
wondering why _ his prayer was not 
answered. 

On the twenty-first day, after three 
full weeks, the archangel Gabriel stood 
before Daniel and said, “From the first 
day that thou didst set thine heart to 
understand, and to chasten thyself be- 
fore thy God, thy words were heard, 
and I am come for thy words. But the 
prince of the kingdom of Persia with- 
stood me one and twenty days: but, lo, 
Michael, one of the chief princes, came 
to help me; and I remained there with 
the kings of Persia.” 

Twenty-one days to get an answer 
from heaven for one of the most holy 
men that ever lived, sent down by the 
archangel Gabriel because of the spirit- 
ual wickedness in high places. What’s 
going to happen in our time and in our 
day if every prayer that we pray is going 
to be intercepted by the enemy and the 
enemy is going to rise up to fight? 
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Why, my friend, it’s going to be difficult 
for the answer to come to us. So God 
said, “I’m going to defeat the enemy. 
Um going to give to my church a power 
to communicate with me that no one 
will ever understand.” So the Bible says, 
“He that speaketh in an unknown 
tongue speaketh not unto man but unto 
God, howbeit in the spirit he speaketh 
in mysteries.” Or a code language. 
When that saint is getting down to pray 
and the burden gets hard, he breaks out 
in an unknown tongue. You may not 
understand it and no one else will 
understand it. The prayer goes through 
to heaven and the answer comes down 
from glory from God. 


God has given to his servants an abil- 
ity, a power to communicate with God 
that cannot be intercepted by the enemy. 
No wonder the devil hates speaking 
with tongues. Give me this anointing. 
Give me this gift that in these dark days 
of oppression my prayer will be able to 
rise up to heaven. Let us all be so 
filled, and we will see miracles and signs 
and wonders and revivals and 
swept into the kingdom of God.

ing as well as men, both on social oc- 
casions and in public.” He referred to 
the spending by liquor interests of $100,-

Assuming that 500,000 new recruits 
a year secured by advertising, the cost 
is only $200 per person. Once they are 
snared, the victims contribute an aver- 
age of $158 each per year to the busi- 
ness, not just one year but every year. 


One Hour Flight from New York 
to California 

Robert E. Hagie of the Boeing Air- 
craft Company toldsa Princeton Univer- 
sity conference that jet propulsion ad- 
vancements within the next 10 years 
will make possible regular one hour 
passenger flights from New York to 
California. 

The Boeing jet propulsion expert said 
the next major advance in aviation will 
be noiseless, pressurized, vibrationless 
passenger planes. 

He said these will be developed with- 
in the next five years and will make the 
coast to coast flight in six hours, half that 
now required by regular transport air- 
lines.

Rocket Goes 235 Miles in the Air 

The navy is developing a 45-foot, 
load-carrying rocket which can be fired 
from shipboard and reach an altitude 
of 235 miles—twice the height attained 
by the German V2. It can carry a 100- 
pound load to the 235-mile height or 
lift a ton upward 84 miles. No figures 
were given on how far it could travel 
horizontally if used as a rocket weapon.

500 Atom Bombs Can Destroy 
World 

Manhattan Project’s former medical 
chief, Dr. Stafford Warren, said at the 
conclusion of an atom conference, five 
hundred atomic bombs of the size used 
on Hiroshima could destroy every hu- 
man, plant, and animal in the world. 

Even if they survived the initial con- 
cussion, they would succumb eventually 
to the deadly radioactive after-effects, he 
told a conference at the University of 
California at Los Angeles on the Citi- 
zen’s Role in The Atomic Age. 

“We might be able to maintain popu- 
lation with survivors of the first blasts, 
but many third and fourth generation 
children would be freaks or sterile,” said 
Warren, now dean of the University of 


California Medical School.

The state tax commission reported an 
estimated $30,988 497 passed over Ne- 
vada’s gambling tables to the house dur- 
ing the fiscal year which ended on June 
30. 

Robbins Cahil, commission secretary, 
svid ths represents a $10,000,000 in- 
crease over the gross gambling receipts 
For the nrevious fiscal year. Gross earn- 
inos for that year were estimated at $21,- 
575,472. 

Nations Feverishly Arm 

Hanson W. Baldwin, military writer 
for the New York Times, says in an 
article in the newspaper that almost 19,- 
000,000 men are under arms through- 
out the world today and that about 40 
nations are spending $27,400,000,000 
annually for armaments. 

Baldwin said a military survey indi- 
cated the nations are “spending perhaps 


510,000,000,000 more on armaments 
than they did on the eve of war in 
1938.” 

Part of the increase in cost, the Times 
writer said, is a paper increase due to 
inflated currency values but he added 
that despite the disappearance of Ger- 
many and Japan as military powers, 
more men are in uniform today than in ‘ 
the prewar years. 

Armies of the world were listed as: 

China, 5,750,000; Russia, 3,800,000; 
Great Britain, 1,210,000; India 1,000,- 
000; ‘Turkey, 675,000; France, 430,000; 
Spain, 422,500; Yugoslavia, 
all others, 1,972,186. 


Dry Leaders Launch Attack on 
Liquor Ads 

Liquor advertising was stigmatized 
“the lifeblood of destruction” as a parade 
of 32 Dry witnesses went before the 
Senate interstate and foreign commerce 
committee to support $.265, the Capper 
bill outlawing all interstate periodical 
and radio advertising of alcoholic bev- 
erages. 


Before the hearings closed, and the 
bill was put back on the table, at least 


for the present session, one Dry witness | 


after another complained that advertis-

ing “lending prestige and desirability 
to the product “is having an influence on 
the morals of the people.” 


“The industry has not kept its prom- 
ise,” the Drys declared. “Congress must 
act to regulate magazines and radio pro- 
grams coming into dry areas to advocate 
the sale of something flatly prohibited . 
by law.” 


The Dry case, offered by clergymen, 
youth workers, sociologists, teachers and 
church laymen as well as the Anti- 
Saloon League and WCTU, was but- 
tressed with telegrams from James L. 
Kraft, chairman of the board of Kraft 
Food Comnany; R. G. LeTourneau; 
Roger W. Babson, president of Babson 
Institute, and Samuel Reid, chairman 
of Industrial Tape Mills Company. 

As to morals, “it was not so long ago 
that the pictures included in liquor ad- 
vertising generally included men only,” 
the associate general secretary of the 
Federal Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America, pointed out. “Today, 
however women are very frequently pic- 
iured. Thus there is a tendency to estab- 
sh the social propriety of women drink-
